b. Mr. Armstrong noted the requirement of the Department 
of State for a reappraisal of Soviet motivations and intentions in 
the light of the Geneva meeting of the chiefs of state. The Committee 
agreed to schedule the estimate tentatively subject to a review of 
developments at the Summit conference. 

_£• Mr. Kent noted the several comments of the NSC staff on 
the program. The program will be modified accordingly. 

With reference to intelligence support to the President and 
to the Department of State prior to or during the Geneva conference, 
Mr, Armstrong assured the Committee that policy-makers were aware 
of the contribution which the LA.C could make. Arrangements exist 
enabling the delegation to communicate expeditiously to the LAC any 
requirements the delegation may have during the conference. 

e. The Chairman noted that his comments on NSC 5524 
together with the views of the members on these comments would be 
sent to the Special Assistant to the President for National Security 
Affairs. 

f. The Chairman told the members that he would be glad to 
convey the views of any member regarding the Geneva meeting to 
the National Security Council at its Thursday meeting.

1* O n 1 July 1955, the LAC concurred by telephone in the 
revisions agreed upon by the LAC representatives to the text of 
NIE 11-6-55 "Probable Intelligence Warning of Soviet Attack on 
the US through Mid- 1958, " approved by the IAC on 7 June 1955 
(IAC-M-199, item 3). NIE 11-6-55 will therefore carry the 
1 July date. 


2. Copies of NIE 11-3-55 "Soviet Capabilities and Probable 
Soviet Courses of Action through I960, " dated 17 May, as amended 
for this purpose, were releasedl ’ 
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4. The Secretary does not propose to release NIE 1 1-5-55 
"Air Defense of the Sino-Soviet Bloc, 1955-1960" co USIA. This 
matter will not be brought up at an IAC meeting except at the request 
of a member. 
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
